It is announced irom Geneva that 
Professor Dussand of the university 
there has invented an apparatus to en¬ 
able the deaf to hear. A myerophono- 
graph he has just issued magnifies the 
human voice in the same way a lens 
magnifies matter. It is simply a tele¬ 
phone connected electrically with a 
phonograph, bnt a far more sensitive 
phonograph than Edison's ordinary 
model. A battery of from one cell to 
sixty, acording to the degree of deaf¬ 
ness, is nsed. Of course, the apparatus 
is useless in a case of absolute deaf¬ 
ness, bnt infirmity is far rarer than is 
supposed. Ninety-five per cent of our 
stone deaf persons can be made to hear 
and understand by Dussand’s invention. 
You speak into tbe phonograph and 
make it repeat' the words, which are 
transmitted by a sort of microphone 
and speaking tube into the d )af ear. 
Professor Dussand is preparing for tho 
1900 exhibition an apparatus which 
will enable 10,000 people who may all 
be deaf to follow the leetnre. 

Western railroads are in trouble 
over rates for tbe Christian Endeavor 
convention to be held in San Francis¬ 
co. The rate heretofore made with 
the Endeavor people is knocked out by 
tbe Chicago Supreme Court decision, 
and tbe general passenger agents of 
the Western roads have been consider¬ 
ing a proposition made by the Southern 
Paoific.

Shipping circles in England are at 
last thoroughly alarmed by the great 
danger which constantly threatens 
by reason of the large number of dere¬ 
licts afloat lu the Atlantic. The gener¬ 
ally accepted explanation of the mys¬ 
terious loss of the White Star steam¬ 
ship Naronlc now is that she went 
down after sinking one of these menac¬ 
ing obstacles to navigation. The acci¬ 
dent to the steamer Glendower, which 
struck a derelict about 300 miles west 
of Queenstown, has aroused general 
public interest in the subject. There 
are now no less than twenty-one dere¬ 
licts floating about in the Gulf Stream, 
some of them in the direct track of 
transatlantic travel. The matter is to 
be brought up in Parliament early in 
the coming session. 

The New Jersey courts are reported 
in the New York Tribune to have de¬ 
cided that passengers on railway cars 
In that State are bound by the stlpula- j 
tions Imposed on them by the tickets 
they purchase. As the courts have de¬ 
cided this to be law In New Jersey, It 
must be presumed to be law there un¬ 
til overruled. But we have no hesita¬ 
tion iu saying that It Is bad law, and 
will be repudiated when It comes be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court for final adju¬ 
dication. The New Jersey decision 
makes much of the point that the par¬ 
ties are competent to make a contract. 
But tills Is not the case. When a citi¬ 
zen buys a ticket he takes the only 
means possible for hint to avail him¬ 
self of the services of the railroad, 
which as a common carrier chartered 
for this purpose by the State Is under 
obligation to perform the service for 
which its charter was given. Other 
State courts have thus decided, and 
ltavo held that the printed conditions 
upon the backs of tickets caunot be 
used against the passenger, who only 
buys It to secure the transportation 
which for the stipulated fare every 
chartered railroad is obliged to furnish j 

San Francisco Argonaut: Military 
men generally recognize a necessity for 
stimulants other than tea and coffee 
for soldiers. Such additional stliuu- 
luuts are required to revive tired troops 
Just before a buttle, after forced inarch¬ 
es, or after long lighting. For this pur¬ 
pose any form of alcoholic beverage Is 
not appropriate. Not only does the al¬ 
lowance of such beverage cultivate 
drunkenness, but the stimulation Is dis¬ 
orderly, ntul Is followed by a depres¬ 
sion that Is apt to render the men In- j 
capable of duty. Our War Department 
looks for stimulants In articles that 
do not intoxicate anil do not cause de¬ 
pression. Beef-tea Is highly stimulat¬ 
ing, and 1ms long been recommended, 
but It falls of complete sntlsfactorlness. 
So does the fatuous coca plant of South 
America; Its active principle, cocaine, 
destroys the mind when taken contin¬ 
ually. There Is another vegetable prod¬ 
uct, however, which has a similar effi¬ 
cacy, without any Injurious properties. 
This Is the kola nut, which has been 
known to the negroes of Africa for 
more than one thousand years. Our 
War Department is contemplating ex¬ 
periments with it. Quite a number of 
proprietary preparations alleged to be 
made from kola nuts are being widely 
advertised just now. Nearly all of 
j I them are worthless, the nuts used by 
| the manufacturers being imported iu 
the dry state.

BY THE GREAT LAKES. 

Freaks of the Wiode and Wave* an 

the Banda of the Beach. 

One of the attractions presented by 
the coasts of .the great lakes Is the 
dean, glittering sand that borders the 
water's edge along most of the coast 
line. For ages the waters of these 
lakes have dashed upon the shores with 
a force scarcely less than that of the 
ocean waves, grinding down rocks Into 
fine sands and washing away the last 
particle of silt. So perfectly have the 
sands been cleaned that the many 
thousands of people who lounge upon 
them every summer day may dress in 
their finest and daintiest fabrics, for 
they leave no mark. 

A peculiar property of this beach ma¬ 
terial, at least in certain localities, has 
given It the name “singing sand.” This 
remarkable name has been given on 
account of the shrill creaking sound 
emitted by the sand when vigorously 
disturbed. By whirling a cane or sim¬ 
ilar stick so that the end cuts through 
the sand to the depth of an inch or so, 
the sound made Is very similar to that 
of a circular saw running through tim¬ 
ber, although, of course, the two 
sounds are not to be compared In In¬ 
tensity. Walking over the sand, espe¬ 
cially when the heel of the shoe Is 
made to plow through It In stepping, 
or even brushing through It briskly 
with the finger, produces a similar ef¬ 
fect. It Is stated that a government 
official at Washington once had some 
of this material sent to him for the 
purpose of Investigating its sonorous 
qualities, but no satisfactory explana¬ 
tion was found. Perfect freedom from 
dust seems to be an essential condition, 
as the effect can be produced only in 
the portion that Is washed by the 
waves. I am reliably Informed that 
the same phenomenon is exhibited by 
sand at places on the Atlantic coast. 
Can some one inform me whether It Is 
characteristic of all beach sands? 

Another remarkable feature of this 
sand Is the sprinkling of coal-black, 
magnetic particles lu its composition. 
These particles are generally smaller 
than the quartz grains. In number 
they constitute, I should say at a guess, 
one-tenth of the sand. They are at¬ 
tracted by the magnet nearly or quite 
as strongly as are Iron filings, thus In¬ 
dicating an abundance of Iron. In 
wliat form this Iron Is contained I have 
not yet determined. Sometimes the ac¬ 
tion of the waves separates this ma¬ 
terial from the quartz, leaving it In de¬ 
posits, often many rods In extent, Just 
outside the water line, and from one- 
elghtli to one-half an Inch In depth, en¬ 
abling one to gather a considerable 
quantity nearly pure. Before I had 
learned the nature of these deposits I 
called them accumulations of coal dust 
or of fine cinders from some furnace, 
and passed them by without second 
thought, until at Inst It occurred to me 
that the supposition was not reasona¬ 
ble. The Investigation that naturally 
followed resulted In discovery of the 
facts stated above. 

The sand Is subject to the freaks of 
the winds as well as of the waves, and 
with results still more remarkable. 
Walking over the sand fields In a 
strong wind Is as uncomfortable and 
as dangerous to the sight as facing if* 
severe storm of sleet. The air Is then 
filled with flying particles that stlug 
sharply whenever they strike an ex¬ 
posed part of the body. Dead trees 
beaten for yenrs by this natural saud 
blast gradually wear away below aud 
finally fall. The moving power of the 
wind over this material Is shown by 
the frequent formation of drifts more 
than a foot in depth during a single 
storm, and by the Immense hills or 
dunes that have been accumulating 
and shifting for ages. These great 
piles, some of them several hundred 
feet high, line the const in au almost 
unbroken chain, some more or less 
conical In shape, others forming ridges. 
On the eastern shore the dunes appear 
to be gradually moving to the eastward 
at the rate of a few Inches or a few 
feet each year, according to the Inten¬ 
sity and frequency of the prevailing 
westerly winds. Should a forest stand 
in the way of this creeping mass It Is 
slowly burled alive. Where such a 
trngedy Is In progress one uiay walk 
among the upper branches of tall trees, 
which still retain a degree of vitality, 
anil put forth sickly leaves anil bear 
dwarfed fruit on the few protruding 
branches.—Popular Science News. 

Egg Candling Business. 

The business of egg cauilling, or egg 
testing, does not look difficult and ap¬ 
parently requires no especial profi¬ 
ciency. The South Water street ex¬ 
pert In that line paused in his work 
long enough to tell a different story. 

“Egg candling,” he said, “Is no fool 
job and only the man who has been at 
it a long time can make good money. 
It requires keen sight and a practical 
eye and just about one mau out of ten 
is good at the business. You've got to 
have a steady hand, too, anil the man 
who ilriuks much can’t candle eggs 
very long. The breakage would soon 
; take all the profit off every crate of 
eggs. In New York they have an egg 
c&ndlers, or egg testers, union and one 
of its rules is that uo man who drinks 
steadily can be admitted. It Is com¬ 
posed mostly of east side Hebrews and 
is very old, one of the oldest labor or¬ 
ganizations In New Y’ork. Men iu our 
business who are really first-class get 
good wages. You can always tell a 
good man by the light, easy way he 
touches an egg. He can tell au egg 
that Is addled at a glance, where even 
people quite familiar with the article 
Will say it Is iu first-class condition.”

The Students Helped Their Teachers In 
Practical Work. 

During the last century in America 
the medical education of a yonng stu¬ 
dent was generally what he picked up 
by serving as an apprentice to some 
noted practitioner, which combined tho 
duties of a student with many menial 
affairs. 

He ground the powders, mixed the 
pills, rode with the doctor on his rounds, 
held tho basin when the patient was 
bled, helped to adjust the plasters, sew 
the wounds aud run with vials of medi¬ 
cine from one end of town to the other. 
It was a white day when such a yonng 
man enjoyed the rare good fortune of 
dissecting a half putrid arm. So great 
indeed was the difficulty of obtaining 
anatomical subjects that the medical 
school of Harvard college made a single 
body do duty for a whole year. 

Under such circumstances the doc¬ 
tor’s knowledge was practical, and de¬ 
rived from personal experience rather 
than from books. The advantages of 
study were sparingly enjoyed. Few 
physicians boasted of a library of 50 
volumes. 

His apprenticeship ended, the student 
returned to his native town to assume 
the practice of medicine. At that period, 
with the exception of the minister and 
the judge, the doctor was the most im¬ 
portant personage in his community. 
His genial face, his engaging manners, 
tho sincerity with which ho inquired 
after the carpenter's daughter and the 
interest which he took in the family of 
the poorest laborer made him the fa¬ 
vorite for miles around. He knew the 
names and personal history of the occu¬ 
pants of every house he passed. Tho 
farmer’s lads pulled off their hats to 
him aud the girls dropped courtesies ns 
lie passed. Sunshine and rain, daylight 
and darkness, were alike to him. He 
would ride ten miles in the darkest 
night over the worst of roads in a pelt¬ 
ing storm to administer a dose of calo¬ 
mel to an old woman or attend a child 
in a fit. 

The drugs were stowed away on the 
shelves of the village store, among 
lieups of shoos, Rohan hats, packages of 
seeds and flitches of bacon. 

Tho physician was comjiclled to com¬ 
pound his own drugs, make his own 
tinctures and put nj> his own prescrip¬ 
tions, His saddlebag was the only drug 
store within 40 miles. Each spring the 
blood must bo purified, the kidneys ex¬ 
cited and the damsel who fainted pro¬ 
fusely bled. Large doses of senna and 
manna and rhubarb aud molasses were 
taken daily. It was safe to say that 
more medicine was taken every year by 
the well than is now taken by the sick 
in the same time. 

Water was denied the patient tor¬ 
mented with fever. In its stead was 
given a small quantity of clam juice. 
Mercury was taken until the lips turned 
blue and the gums fell away from the 
teeth. 

The writer has a vivid recollection, 
when about 8 years old, in a raging fe¬ 
ver, pleading for water. The uurso hand¬ 
ed tho pitcher, and tho child satisfied 
her burning thirst. Her brother, over¬ 
hearing what was going on, rushed into 
the room, exclaiming, “Yon will kill 
her,’’but it was too late.—American 
Magazino.

ENORMOU8 DEATH DUTIEflk 

OM KUBlIah Families Map Ba Rained 
by Them. 

In order to reallxe the terrible strain 
Imposed by Sir William Hareourt’s ao- 
ealled "death duties," which excited so 
much resentment among the land-own¬ 
ing class of Great Britain last year. It 
may * be mentioned that most of the 
territorial magnates, who, through the 
death of their father, or other near rela- 
tlvea, recently have come Into posses¬ 
sion of the family property, have been 
compelled by the burden thus Imposed 
upon them to close up their country 
houses, and to let their shooting to the 
highest bidder. 

Thus, when a few months ago, the 
Marquis of Bath succeeded to the en¬ 
tailed estates of his father, he was 
forced by the death duties which he 
had to pay on his father's estate to close 
up Longlat, and to lease all the sporting 
privileges of the estate to a city mer¬ 
chant, and now It Is announced that 
the new Lord Saville (husband of that 
pretty Mrs. Horace Helyar, who, with 
her first husband, was connected with 
the Buglish embassy at Washington In 
the days of Lord Sackvll.ei will have 
to close Itufford Abbey, one of the most 
beautiful country sents In “the duke- 
ries," the duties in this case amounting 
to nearly $1,000,000. 

The duties are exceptionally heavy In 
this Instance; In the first place, because 
the new Lord Saville Is merely tho 
nephew instead of the son of the testa¬ 
tor; and, secondly, because of the Im¬ 
mense and extremely valuable art col¬ 
lection gathered together by the late 
lord, who was a famous connoisseur. 
Each of his pictures, each of his pieces 
of bric-a-brac, has been valued by ex¬ 
perts, and on every separate piece suc¬ 
cession duty has to be pnid. 

It will rendily be sen what a heavy 
charge this is upon any Inheritance, 
and one cannot help pitying, to a cer¬ 
tain extent, the great land-owners and 
county families. They are debarred by 
the laws of entail from getting rid of 
any of their treasures, in which they 
have only a life Interest, and yet at 
their death their estate is charged with 
succession duties thereon. If the prop¬ 
erty happens to change hands more 
than once in a year the estate is, of 
course, charged with Just double tho 
amount of duty, and the Duke of Dev¬ 
onshire aud other opponents of the 
dentil duties cannot be accused of any 
exaggeration in that they declared In 
Parliament and from the platform that 
the duties in question, unless altered, 
will ultimately result in tho ruin of 
every old family In England. 

It is understood that during the forth¬ 
coming session the Salisbury Govern¬ 
ment will bring forward a measure 
modifying the death duties ns now con¬ 
stituted, and will restrict them merely 
to the so-called “personal estnte,” ex¬ 
empting all entailed property and such 
things ns art treasures.—Chicago Rec¬ 
ord.

Machinery and Men. 

Since 184(1 machinery lias on an enor¬ 
mous scale supplanted manual labor. 
Tho knotter of the self binder completes 
a round of mechanism which threatens 
to make the fanner a man of sedentary 
habits. If the rotten boll remains on 
picked by machinery it may be because 
tlie botanist must first produce a plaut 
maturing all at once instead of at suc¬ 
cessive periods. In superseding the hand 
the inventor often succeeds by feats far 
removed from imitation. Mergantlialer 
replaces the typesetter by arranging 
matrices from which lines of solid metal 
art' cast.

An operator at a keyboard symbolizes a 
manuscript as a series of punctures in a 
strip of paper, the pinholes free pulses 
of compressed air which actuate tho 
machine, initiation, however, reaches 
its final form in electrical devices. A 
clerk in New York perforates successive 
messages on a pu]>er ribbon, which, 
driven between electrical springs, traus- 
liiils 8.00,0 words a minute to Philadel¬ 
phia. Intelligence in such a feat as this 
is given only that part of a task for 
which it is indispensable. All else is 
committed to mechanism actuated at a 
speed and with a force denied to nerve 
or muscle.—Self Culture.

BEGINNING OF PETROLEUM 
DAYS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Growth and Collapse of the Tremen¬ 
dous Boom that Followed—One Reel- 
dent Who Objected to the Greenish 
Scam and Left for Canada. 

The First Strike. 

The story of the discovery of oil In 
Pennsylvania and the stirring Inci¬ 
dents connected therewith Is an inter¬ 
esting chapter In the 
country, with which 
our readers are un¬ 
doubtedly familiar. 
But there are many 
facts of interest 
prior to the boring 
of the w ills that are 
known to but few. 

It is related of a 
col. drake. discouraged pioneer 
resident of what afterward became fa¬ 
mous as the Oil Creek regions that his 
interest was sufficiently awakened by 
reports, which reached him in some 
way, of possibly rich deposits of coal 
oil across the Canadian border, to 
cause him to leave Oil Creek and repair 
to Canada. One of the objectionable 
features of the farm he left, according 
to the story, was the oozing of a green¬ 
ish scum to tlie surfnee of the streams, 
so much that at the point where his 
horses and cattle drank It was neces¬ 
sary to construct a surface dam, in or¬ 
der that the animals might drink with¬ 
out being compelled to dip through the 
noxious deposit flouting on the surface 
of the water. This floating substance 
was of an oily nature and long had 
been used in the war paints, rites and 
medicines of the Indians of tlie region, 
from whom it derived its name—Sene¬ 
ca oil. No thought, however, of the Im¬ 
mensity of the supply of tlie multiplied 
uses to which it might be put was en¬ 
tertained by any one. The oily wealth 
the restless settler sought in Canada 
failed to materialize nt that time. 

Meanwhile, In the form of the despis¬ 
ed scum oozing from the old Oil Creek 
farm he had deserted, It was making 
the effort nature afforded to force upon 
the world more fitting recognition of 
tlie volume nnd value of it stored in the 
hidden natural reservoirs from which 
it came. This oil found Its way to the 
surface at various points along the 
creek flats, notably in the vicinity of 


' mark waa reached In the regions, in the 
volume of business, In interest and 
population, was In the six years fol¬ 
lowing Col. Drake’s strike. The cli¬ 
max of that period found 100,000 peo¬ 
ple In the regions which had been prac¬ 
tically a wilderness but a few years 
before. Though the striking of the 
Drake well caused feverish excitement 
at once, an Immediate influx of people 
to the regions and sent skyward the 
value of lands along the creek, there 
was a bar to the boom in the limited 
means for storing and marketing the 
product. Within three years the sup¬ 
ply so much exceeded the demand that 
the price dropped from 60 cents a gal¬ 
lon to 10 cents a barrel. There were 
three big wells at this period, which 
averaged 2,500 or 3,000 barrels a day, 
and several hundred small ones. For 
lack of storage and shipping facilities 
a great quantity of oil was wasted. In 
1862 a small lake of petroleum was 
kept between the big Fountain nnd 
Empire wells and many a boatload 
was procured at 10 cents a barrel. In 
the years 1864 and ’65 the boom reach¬ 
ed its climax and then began its rapid 
decline.

tlie lumber mill of Brewer, Watson & 
Co., perhaps a mile south of Titusville. 
Eventually a high value was put upon 
it for medicinal purposes, and tlie gath¬ 
ering of it—principally by the process 
of soaking it from the water with blan¬ 
kets—became quite a profitable busi¬ 
ness. It also had a limited use us a lu¬ 
bricant, and a more limited use as an 
illuminnnt in its crude state. 

In the days just prior to the discov¬ 
ery of oil the Oil Creek valley, from 
Titusville southward t" tlie Allcghnny 
Iliver, or to the present site of Oil City, 
a distance of about twenty miles, was 
practically uninhabited. Titusville was 
a little lumbering village. It was uot 
until 1857 that It was believed that oil 
existed in sufficient quantities for com- 
inercal purposes, and In that year 
drilling through rock was begun at Ti¬ 
tusville under tlie direction of Col. Ed¬ 
win L. Drake, who had been a railroad 
contractor at New Haven, Coun. His 
snlary was to be $1,000 a year nud the 
company had provided him with $1,000 
with which to begin the work of sink¬ 
ing a well. The little village afforded 
hut few of the necessary equipments 
for the work, and the funds were soon 
! exhausted. The company, losing faith 
in the enterprise and becoming Indiffer¬ 
ent, failed to advance Col. Drake more 
money. It was then the latter's trou¬ 
bles began. Tlie drillers he had engag¬ 
ed failed to appear. This was due in 
part to the report spread over the re¬ 
gions that Drake was crazy in believ¬ 
ing that oil would be found by drilling 
Into the rock. But his faith on this 
point was unshaken, after his study of 
the salt weqls and other investigations 
of Insanity, only served to intensify his 
determination to demonstrate that the 
theory was correct. It was not until 
the middle of June, 1858, that he was 
able to proceed with the well, and then 
only from outside assistance. 

The First Completed Well. 

On Saturday, August 28. 1859, the 
drill at the shallow depth of 69% feet, 
about 35 feet in the rock, dropped Into 
a crevice as the day’s work was being 
finished, and the tools were pulled out 
until Monday morning. The following 
day, Sunday, the senior driller, “Uncle 
Billy” Smith, strolled down to tlie well 
and saw what seemed to be oil within 
a fow feet of the top. He dipped an 
Improvised bailer Into the well and It 
came up filled with petroleum. Thus 
was the first oil well conceived and 
completed. It was not the first nrte- 
slon well In which oil was found, but it 
was the first well sunk for oil.

40.” This “rift” is probably similar to 
those observed at the opposition of 
1894, in the southern cap. Prof. W. II. 
Pickering, with a six-incli telescope, 
fnuud one in May 22, crossing the cap 
from longitude 330 to 170. This grew 
considerable in size, measurements 
made on June 6 and 15 indicating a 
width of 100 and 350 miles respective¬ 
ly. Mr. Douglass also during the same 
month, .Tune 10, detected a second and 
third rift, the latter running from longi¬ 
tude 170 to 00. The sequence of phe¬ 
nomena observed sems to indicate that 
they are due to the lower levels at the 
poles being uncovered; m this way, ns 
the snow melts, the bare ground is ex¬ 
posed, appearing dark in contrast to 
the snow still lying on the more elevat¬ 
ed heights. Their broadening is then 
a natural result of the departing snow, 
nnd Indicates that the polar cap is at 
that time In a far advanced state of dis¬ 
integration.—Nature. 

The Vendish Tongue in Germany. 

Consul General De Kay writes for 
the Century a paper on the Serbian 
Swamp Vendhu.d under the title of "An 
Inland Venice/'’ Mr. De Kay says: 
These people spenk German to the lord- 
ings as we pass Vendish to our boat¬ 
man; hut the Vendish is disappearing 
because, for the sake of the army, its 
teaching is discouraged. Throughout 
all this district, far over into Saxony, 
only a few churches still offer sermons 
in the old tongue. Yet if the Vendish 
tongue disappears the names of places 
will tell the tale, even as such names 
in Brandenburg and Saxony still do. 
Dresden, Leipzig, there are Vendish 
words—or call them Slavic, with the 
broader term that now means the race. 
And hereabout are Cottbus. Vet- 
schau, Muschen, Brnhmow, Babow, 
Dlugy, Raddush, Leipe, Lehde, Byhle- 
guhre. Straupitz nnd Lubben. And the 
fliesses that wind or shoot straight in 
and out of forest and cleared fields re¬ 
tain Vendish names: Mutniza, Blush- 
nitza, Rogazo. Zschapigk, Polenzo- 
Groblitzo. and Xabasntz. Efforts have 
been made to give German names to 
many of them, but country people ev¬ 
erywhere are great holders to prece¬ 
dent, and the people who stick so tight¬ 
ly to their old costume are not going to 
give up their place names without a 
struggle.

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SCHOOL DRESS REFORM. 

T HE girls of the State Normal 
School at Cedar Falls, Iowa, have 
adopted a school suit of the dress 
reform order. It consists of a skirt 
six inches from the floor, a Jacket 
to wear over the skirt or fancy waist, 
leggings for protection in cold or 
stormy weather, and a plain hat or cap 
to match. 

It is not expected that all will wear 
the same material or color, though 
dark-blue storm serge or cheviot is 
recommended as probably most ser¬ 
viceable and appropriate.

The whales seem to 
know they are running into a trap, for 
they make great efforts to break 
through the line of horses. Occasional¬ 
ly a wounded creature lifts a horse out 
of the water with a tremendous sweep 
of its tail, and the rider Is thrown 
sprawling into the water, to the great 
amusement of the onlookers. This 
hunt Is kept up until all the nni m W in 
are driven upon the shoal and dispatch¬ 
ed. 


How Appointments Are Made. 

Ex-President Harrison, in an article 
on “A Day with the President at His 
Desk,” in the Ladies’ Home Journal, 
gives the method by which appoint¬ 
ments to publie office are made by the 
President. “One of the Cabinet offi¬ 
cers,” he writes, “appears by appoint¬ 
ment, accompanied by a messenger 
with an armload or a basketful of pa¬ 
pers—chiefly made up of petitions and 
letters relating to appointments. Each 
case has been briefed and jacketed, and 
one by one they are presented, the Sec¬ 
retary adding such information as he 
lias, outside the papers. The conclu¬ 
sions reached are noted—to appoint a 
particular person, or to prosecute a 
further inquiry. The Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral brings a large clothes basketful of 
papers, and an adjournment to the long 
Cabinet table is necessary in order to 
display them. He takes up the papers 
relating to a postoffiee and briefly 
states the case. If the case is decided 
he fills In the blank on the jacket, ‘Ap¬ 
point -,’ the President affixes his 

initials, and the package Is thrown 
back into the basket. A whole after¬ 
noon is often consumed in this way.”
